Sir, 
buta few days since the telegraphic 
dispatehes of the NrEws informed us 
that Congress had decided togradua.ly 
reduce the colored troops now in re- 
gular service until every eolored 
regiinent was abotished,  forsooth 
because these colored men preferred 
to tii) the soil or follow any other 
pursuit in life to that of strife and 
turmoil It is useless for me to say 
more on this point? as his weakness 
in this regard is teo well kKiuown 
already.

THE Correspondent of the New 
York Times in one of his letters from 
Columbia refers to the great disinter- 
estedness of Grant both in declining 
to be a candidate and refraining from 
interference in guiding the people in 
their choice of his successor.

CREIGHTS. 

It always has been, and always will 
be, a hard matter to convince ship- 
pers nnd producers of the injustice in 
the discrimination between local and 
through freights, and that a railroad 
company can better afford to carry 
freights over their lines to distant 
points than they can to way stations, 
This has been a bone of contention 
between companies and shippers ever 
since railroad transportation grew 
into a system. The main reason 
upon which the former relicd was 
that if they did not runat low rates 
so as to compete with rival lines they 
would not get the through freight at 
all. They admit that.this through 
business is not profitable, as in the 


instance of cotton which is undenia- 
ly shipped at rates below a living 


compensation, But each company 
hopes eventually to break down its 
rival and control the business and 
then make up for past losses. 

But railroads cannot be run for 
nothing, Receipts must come from 
some source, Revenue must be pro- 
vided to pay running expenses and 
interest on debt even if stockholders 
get no dividends. Where is this to 
come from’ Why, it must be made 
up on local tariff This is based upon 
an idea disereditable to the compa- 
nies and insulting to the people; it 
is, that they cannot help themselves, 
They must do as is arranged for them 
or they must go without. 

Now, if the railroad companies in 
North Carolina were owned in the 
State, appeals to State interest and 
State pride might be effective. These 
roads were originally all home enter- 
prises, in which people embarked 
under glowing expectations of great 
and increasing benefits. These ex- 
pectations were reasonable and natu- 
ral if good faith had been kept, for 
sections hitherto locked up were 
made accessible, lands previously un- 
cultivated were nade productive, pro- 
duction increased, and there was a 
fair prospect that railroads would 
prove the blessings they had prom- 
ised tobe. But from the first they 
mistook the performance of their 
mission. They broke off from sym- 
pathy with the people. They made 
haste to be rich. They checked pro- 
duction, and they drove away busi- 
ness by high tariffS on freight and 
travel. Their coffers did not till and 
they floundered along going deeper 
into debt every day, until finally they 
all passed into foreign hands, 

To appeal to them for redress is 
probably useless, for we are stran- 
gers and our interests are alien to 
them. Yet in a business point of 
view common wisdom might assert 
the impolicy of their system. Even 
regarding them as only parts of a 
great system of through connections, 
they cannot disregard the facet that lo- 
cal interests properly nurtured might 
be made the great source of their rev- 
enues. They could develop indus- 
tries which are now repressed by 
high treight charges. They could 
stimulate agriculture by assurme to 
the planter that all the profits of his 
crop would not be eaten up by high 
transportation. They could 
immigration by satisfying the new 
settler that he would not be robbed 
in the same way. 

And they might popularize their 
roads by allowing their way-side 
(lwellers that they had some rights. 
On the contrary these are treated as 
if they had no rights—none at least 
that they can redress, except by pas- 
sive inaction or ruinous return toold 
systems of transportation. The inten- 
sity of popular indignation at the 
sense of oppression is manifested in

This may be a fufile experiment. 
It at Jeast ought to show the railroad 
companies that they have gone too 
far fortheirowp welfare. They must 
recede or they way fare worse. 


CORRUPT APPOINTMENTS, 


The necessity of a pure and inde- 
pendent Judiciary impresses itself 
more forcibly with each days exper'- 
ence. Never until since the close of 
the war bas that most important 
branch of the publ‘e service, State 
and Nationa’, been otherwise than 
what its important and delicate re- 
iations to the public service required, 
honest, incorruptible, impartial and 
independent. But after the war, it 
waz found that justice hal slipped 
the bandage from her eyes3, so that 
she could see on which side it was 
p>litie or profitable to incline the 
beam. She had opened her ears to 
the d‘ctations of intereet or power, 
and gave out her voice at the bidding 
of popular clamor or the demands of 
party. The Supreme Court of the 
United States, the very last refuge of 
constitutional liberty, opened its por- 
tals to partizan intluences, or weakly 
lent itself to record the wishes of a 
partizan President, and if there were 
men enough among them with firm- 
ness to maintain their own self-re- 
spect, then the Court was purged 
until it was composed of material suf- 
ficiently subservient. The State 
Courts in the Sonth were, even be- 
yond the range of probability, cor- 
rupt, venal, partial and partizan. 
The election system made the Judges 
the servants of the party that elected 
them, and they were willing ser- 
vants, and in this State, asin all the 
cthers, most'y active politicians, 
leading in the perversion of the laws 
they were sworn to administer faith- 
fully, and more intent upon party 
good than public welfare. 

Changes, however are goipg on, 
slowly but surely. The Supreme 
Court of the United States haa righted 
itself. It is again the barrier between 
executive usurpation or party mad- 
ness, and the rights of the people. 
In the State Courts, the people find 
that individual rights and interests 
are paramountto ya ty interests, and 
the true conception of a judiciary is 
being slowly awakened. Not that 
it is a lively one, or that the present 
incumbents of the bench are all sensi- 
ble of it, Far from it yet. 

The recent decisions in the causes of 
the cities of Raleigh and Wilming- 
ton show that party interests 
warp judgment and destroy impar- 
tinlity. Nevertheless, popular senti- 
ment is not so often aod contemptu- 
ously outraged as it was a few years 
ago. Nodoubt when the opportunity 
of a new election again presents 
itself, such changes will be demand- 
el, even by both parties, that there 
is a possibility of the restoration of 
comparative purity and indepen- 
dence. 

Dad ac the elective ic 
open as it is to the choice of unfit 
men, it isnot as bad as the appointive 
one under the system pursued by this 
corrupt) administration. The ap- 
pointment to the Uuited States Dis- 
trict Court of the infamous Billings to 
succeed the equally infamous Durell 
ix not forgotten.

Babeock Lore a mes- 
sage from the President tothe Sen- 
ate, and Republican Senators crowd- 
elaround him with their congrat- 
ulations. In the open Senate cham- 
ber, with the world looking on and 
listening, Mr. Morton was not 
ashamed to vie with Mr. Conkling 
in haste and heartiness of greeting 
to the man who had just escaped a 
penitentiary.

The Democrats are looking for some 
ma like Judge Davis. who wasa 
Republican, a Union man, a friend 
of Prezident LincoIn. The Republ:- 
eaus are esking each other, **What 
nomination will mest surly con- 
vince the people that We mean re- 
form ?”” No sane man doubts that 
the open preference of Grant would 
hurt a candidate more than it would 
help bim. Delegations from the 
Sou h have! ezn wrested fom Gran', 
Morton, or Conkling ; New York is 
divided; in tte great North-West 
Grantism has searcely a foothold ex- 
cept in Indiana, and the contest is 
between Bristow and Blaine. ‘There 
are many who are not vet sati-fied, 
and they are right, for they ought to 
labor to the end with all their might 
for the very best thing possible. But 
is there not apparent already a mar- 
velous revolution in public opinion ? 
Is there not reason to hope that this 
powerful currentas it has ae 
pushed the party forward so much 
further than was thought possible 
two months ago, may yet sweep 
away all abstacles to Republican re- 
generation, and give the country a 
paity pure and honest as_ well as 
loyal? Letindepeudents and reform 
Republicans take courage to labor 
more zealously than ever. They have
